HIGH LICENSE SYSTEM. 

The liquor questions a difficult one 
to deal with at the best. License and 
prohibition each has its advocates and 
always will have. The friends of tem- 
perance have two powerful opponents 
to fight, namely, human appetite, and 
human cupidity, Let the best be done 
that can be and these will find ways 
and means of gratification, Whether 
prohibition or license is the rule intox- 
icating liquors will be sold and con- 
sumed, and there is no earthly power 
that can prevent it. 

In the West the question of high 
rates for licenses has been under con- 
sideration for some time, and in many 
places put in practice. The verdict is 
that the system works well and has a 
good effect on the traffic in reducing 
the amount sold and drank. It cur- 
tails the number of dealers and places 
the sale in the hands of more responsi- 
ble persons. 

Of course the morality of the ques- 
tion remains. ‘he hitch in the minds 
of many is, shall a wrong be done that 

Is it 
right to license a wrong—an evil? But 


a certain benefit may be secured ? 


granted that license is to be the rule 
then is it not better that the sums paid 
for the permits should be large rather 
thansmall? On this point we publish 
the following from a Boston paper of 
recent date :—- 

‘There are thirty-four towns in II- 
linois where the saloon license is $500 
and over, and sixty where the price is 
$300 or more. In a few the rate is as 
high as 81000, and the Chicago News 
reports that ** it is the universal expe- 
rience that the higher the license, the 
more orderly the towns and the better 
the character of saloons and saloon 
keepers.” In Lincoln, Neb., a town 
with a population of 10,000, the high 
license law has reduced the number of 
saloons from fifty to eleven, and greatly 
raised their grade. A few facts like 
these outweigh a great many theories.” 

Portland, Oregon, and other cities 
contribute like testimony to the good 
results of high license fees, and the 
idea seems to be gaining ground and 
popularity everywhere except in the 
Sast. If the system works well else- 
where, as it certainly does if any reli- 
ance can be placed on what those who 
have tried it say, we can discover no 
reason why it might not be adopted

We hope to be pardoned for again 
alluding to this question in these col- 
umns. It is not a popular theme and 
many will say that our pencil might 
find more profitable employment than 
wasting its material upon it. Radical 
prohibitionists do not want to hear about 
increasing the fees for license because 
they are dead set against the whole sys- 
tem: radical free rum men are equally 
opposed to its discussion for reasons too 
plain to require statement. Neverthe- 
less we take it on ourself to submit a 
few remarks on the subject principally 
with a view of influencing the action of 
the Woburn Licensing Board at the 
meeting to be held on the 30th of this 
month to dispose of the applications 
for license already made. We may be 
accused of a super-abundance of as- 
surance, self-sufficiency, or cheek, to 
presume to dictate to the Board as to 
their duty in the premises; but we dis- 
claim any such intention—we would 
merely express an opinion or two hop- 
ing that they may be of sufficient 
weight to arrest the attention of the 
Board and exert some little influence 
on their decision. 

We are aware of the atguments in 
vogue in favor of » minimum fee for 
license to sell intoxicating drinks, but 
they fail to convince us that those who 
use them stand on tenable grounds.

This proposition is 
self-evident. Make the fee nominal and 
you increase the sellers to a number be- 
yond all account. The higher the li- 
cense the fewer the sellers, and the 
better will be their individual character. 

In Joliet, Illinois, the license fee was 
raised a year ago from $50 to $500 
which resulted in reducing the number 
of licenses from 107 to 60, while the 
receipts therefrom paid into the city 
treasury increased from $5,350 to $30,- 
000, and better than all, there was a 
very marked decrease in drunkenness. 
In Lincoln, Nebraska, a city of 16,000 
inhabitants, the saloons have been re- 
duced from fifty to eleven by an appli- 
cation of the high fee system, and a 
corresponding decrease in intoxication. 
A prominent liquor dealer of that city 
recently said :—‘* We get along better 
under the new system. If the licenses 
were reduced to $100 a year there would 
be from 50 to 75 saloons, perhaps |

The Woburn Conference 
Wilmington on Tuesday last.

represented that they were all in a prosper- 
ous condition and dwelling together in peace 
and harmony. Nothing concerning them of 
an unusual character was reported. The 
report of the Committee on the work of the 
Churches was made by Rev. John G. Taylor 
whose paper related chiefly to ‘Our Foreign 
Population”’—a tolerable hard nut to crack 
we should think. He gave the number of 
foreigners in the sixteen towns composing the 
Conference, and dwelt in detail on the duty 
of the church towards them. Some of his 
ideas were Utopian, and others would not fit 
localities like Woburn. He said in effect that 
they ought to be cordially recognized by the 
native population, whereas the trouble here 
is, to prevail on the foreigners to recognize 
the existance of natives either in politics or 
religion. A discussion followed this report, 
at the close of which there was a recess and 
dinner. The good people of Wilmington 
gave the delegates a cordial greeting and a 
dinner fit for kings. They are famous peo- 
ple for good living, and if those who enjoyed 
their hospitality on Tuesday are truthful 
the entertainment of the meeting by the 
citizens was of the most generous character. 
Business followed the dinner, after which 
Rev. Mr. Bailey, under the Commission, 
gave an address on education in Utah, which 
was well received, although a somewhat 
labored production. ‘The Conference closed 
with an interesting address on Foreign Mis- 
sions by Rev. S.C, Pixley, who has been in 
the forcign field of missions for twenty-five 
years. It was lisened to with » great deal 
of attention. It appears from the statistical 
report that the total membership of the 
churches comprising the conference is 3,939, 
of which the First Congregational Chureh 
of Woburn has 617—the largest in the Con- 
ference; total amount given for benevolent 
purposes during the year, $21,573 71; total 
expenditures, $54,120.77; total 
and expenditures, $75,662.48;

Woburn and Winchester, 


If Salem can claim to be the oldest seat 
of the leather industry in Massachusetts, 
Woburn can claim to produce now the larg- 
est annual product in money value, and to 
be but a few decades behind Salem in es- 
tablishing her first tannery. ‘The brothers 
Jolin and Francis Wyman, who were among 
the first settlers of the town, were tanners, 
and as tradition affirms, had their tan-yard 
in the Wyman lane, near what is now Wy- 
man street, on lund still belonging to the 
family. Gershom Flagg, who caine as a 
young man to Woburn from Watertown, 
and married in Woburn in 1668, was a tan- 
ner by trade, and had his bark-house, mill- 
house, tan-vats, and about an acre of land, 
near the old Carter estate, not far from 
where the engine-louse now stands, on Winn 
strect. During King Philip’s war the taxes 
of Woburn were at one time partly paid in 
shoes, manufactured probably from leather 
prepared by #ome of the citizens named. 
But it does not appear that either of them 
carried on the business on avery large scale. 
The Messrs. Wyman seem to have been 
succeeded in their business by Jonathan 
Wyman, a grandson of John, and at later 
period (about 1768) by Mr. David Cum- 
mings, av ancestor of the Hon, John Cum- 
mings. The business rather languished, 
however, atter the Revolutionary war, and 
20 years ago unold citizen of Burlington 
could remember the time when it was said 
that ‘fold Mr. Jonathan ‘Tidd of New 
Bridge (now North Woburn) was the only 
tanner in Woburn.” 

‘The author of Woburn’s greataess in the 
production of leather seems to have been 
General Abijah Thompson. ‘The earlier 
tanning which we haye noted appears to 


have been only such as muny other towns 
Witnessed,—the spasinodic and necessary 
work ofa few individuals,—and we have 
given little indication uf the rapid develop- 
ment of this industry in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. General Thompson entered upon the 
business along with Deacon Jolin Cummings 
during the war of 1812, As both were 
thrifty aod energetic, they soon began to 
extend their trade by seeking Customers ip 
the neighboring towns, and ina few years 
ail the leather they could make was readily 
taken by curringe-makers and shoe-makers, 
‘The rapidly growing business of Deacon 
Cummings und Geoeral Thompson led to the 
employment of numerous apprentices, who, 
having required a good knowledge of the 
trade, setup shops of their vwn, and so 
contributed to make Woburn what she has 
become to day-—one of the largest leather- 
producing towns of the leather-producing 
State of Massachusetts. The shoe business 
of Woburn was quite large from 1885 to 
1845, but it has increased but little since, 
and is now insignificant in comparison with 
the leather interest. More than one-third 
of all the males engaged in business in Wo- 
burn are in the leather business, and more 
than one-half of all those engaged in manu- 
fucturing and mechanical industries. The 
town of Winchester adjoining is devoted in 
about the same proportion to the leather 
industry, and, so furas its interest in this 
directivu are concerned, may be treated 
as a part of Woburn, 

The leather-producing establishments of 
Woburn are devoted in number about half 
to tanning and half to currying, but the 
production of the tanneries is much greater 
than that of the currying shops, ‘Lhe kinds 
of leather mauutactured most largely are 
buff and grain and calfekins. Domestic 
hides are used almost exclusively, and bark 
is brdught from Canada, Vermont and New 
Hampshire, ‘The oldest establishinent now 
exisuing ‘a Woburn are those of John Cum- 
mings & Ov. and Stephen Dow & Co. 
Among the largest establishments are these 
two, and those of Bryant & King, James 
Skinner & Co., HB, Cummings & Co., B. L. 
Shaw & Co., and Loring & Avery in Win- 
chester,

ally belonged to the town. Mr. Jobnson di- 
vides bis account of the title in two parts; the 
firat treating of the part formerly known as 
the Horace W. Davis (or Bowen Buckman) 
estate; the second treating of the Jonathan 
Bowers Winn portion of the estate. And it 
is singular that both estates derive their enar- 
liest individual title from the first and second 
ministers of this ancient town of Woburn. 

The Davis lot was a portion of the estate 
originally granted by the town to its first 
pastor, Mr. Thomas Carter, on which estate 
the town erected a house for him at the pub- 
lic charge and gaye it with the land to him 
and his heirs forever, ‘The house stood on 
the site of Mrs. Littlefleld’s (formerly Syl- 
vanus Wood's) residence, and it is reported 
that some of the timbers of the original 
house were used in the construction of the 
present edifice. Thomas Carter, the minis” 
fer, held the estate till his death in 1684. 
His successor in ownership was his son 
Timothy Carter, who, in 1716, conveyed the 
estate to his son Thomas Carter. This 
Thomas Carter died, owning the land, in 
1771, and was succeeded by his widow, and 
his two daughters, Hannah, the widow of 
Seth Brewster, and Mary Carter, who was 
unmarried, ‘These women held the estate 
undivided. Hannah Brewster died in 1796, 
leaving as her only heir her daughter Mary 
Carter Brewster, who had married Benjamin 
Coolidge. Mary Carter, the unmarried sis- 
terof Hanoah Brewster, then appeared to 
hold the estate in her name, and Samuel 
Thompson, Esq., in an invoice taken of her 
estate in 1798, speaks of the house as old, 
leading to the inference that the house orig- 
inally given by the town to the Rev, Thomas 
Carter may then have been standing. At the 
same date (1798) the house was described as 
36 feet by 28; with 19 windows, 161. square 
feet of glass; (wo sturies in front and one 


in rear. 

Mary Carter dying in 1817, her niece Mary 
Carter (Brewster) Coolidge became by in- 
heritance the sole owner of the Carter home- 
stead. Benjamin Coolidge, her husband, 
died in 1820, and she died in 1823, leaving 
as heirs at law, her children, Mary C., the 
wife of Benjamin F, Baldwin; Thomas B. 
Coolidge and Oliver B, Coolidge. 

In 1823, Thomas B, Coolidge grants to 
his brother Oliver B. Coolidge one undivided 
third part of the farm, formerly known by 
the name of the Carter place. 

Mary C. Baldwin and Thomas B. Cool- 
idge convey to Oliver B. Coolidge in 1823. 
He conveys to Abel Winn, John Cummings, 
Samuel Abbott, John Tidd, Leonard Fowle, 
George Richardson and Sylvanus Wood, Jr., 
in 1827. ‘They convey to Samuel Abbott in 
1828. Abbott conveys to Bowen Buckman 
in 1831. Buckman’s heirs in 1865 convey 
to Horace W. Davis. The latter's widow 
conveys to John Cummings in 1877, and he 
conveys to thy town of Woburn in the same 
year. 

Mr. Jolinson’s proof of his points is very | 
skilfully done, and in this notice we have 
touched only upona few of them. 

The J. B. Winn lot was a portion of the 
estate granted by the town to the Rev. Jabez 
Fox, their second minister, in 1679. 

Jabez Fox died in 1703, and his son John

7 * * © “Individual for individual, 
season travellers pay more into the railway 
treasuries than any other patrons of passen- 
ger service: yet they generally receive the 
least courtesy and consideration, Old cars, 
insufficient lights, antiquated and even dan- 
gerous stoves, annoying forms of tickets, 
overladen trains, moving sluggishly by a 
schedule either unchangeably inconvenient 
or wildly fluctuating to the variations in a 
‘through’ service, are generally thought 
good enough for them; and their complaints 
and appeals are generally met by a scarcely 
disguised ‘help yourself if you can.’” * * * * 
‘If there were not great patronage, there 
would be small demands; and if an accom- 
modation could once be given to two hun- 
dred patrons in consideration of their general 
average of profit, it can be given today, un- 
der reasonable regulation, to two thousand.” 
* * * * Tn most suburban towns the 
people are at present helpless in their de- 
pendence upon some single line of railway. 
But neans of travel are not yet all de- 
veloped, and it may not be so very long be- 
fore there may be in the field dangerous 
competitors for this profitable suburban 
business. Already the householder who 
moves from town [Boston] asks which sub- 
urb is served by quick, pleasant trains, oper- 
ated by men to whom some discretion in 
dealing with daily patrons is allowed, and 
managed by directors who treat him as fairly 
as if he were only a trayeller upon a day or 
two inthe year. And as every new local 
patron now means a remunerative addition 
to an established business, it behooves our 
railway managers to consider whether it is 
not best to be generous, as well as merely 
just in their dealings.” 

This editorial from which the above quo- 
tations were taken, evidently was not di- 
rected against any one Railway Company, 
but there can be but little, if any, doubt, that 
many of the quoted remarks are noticeably 
applicable in our own case, Ido not mean 
to insinuate thatthe Boston & Lowell Com- 
pany is the worst in all respects, as com- 
pared with the other Railways centering in 
Boston, In some respects, however, this 
Company can claim the ‘ leather medal.” 
With only two improvements—rapid express 
trains and lower fares—this Company could 
at least be on a respectable footing with its 
neighbors, and further criticisms, then, 
mightapply to other companies as well as to 
the Lowell, In former urticles I have en- 
deavored to prove only such statements as 
would apply to the Lowell Company, espe- 
cially—the main point being the fact that our 
trains move ‘sluggishly by a schedule 
either unchangeably inconvenient or wildly 
fluctuating to the variation in a ‘through’ 
service.” Several of our Woburn trains 
were delayed again last week and it can he 
said with great assurance that if Moses of old 
could visit the earth at the present time he 
would undoubtedly find more rivals in meek- 
ness and humility, in Woburn, within half 
aday, than in any other place known to 
modern census takers, Why have the Win- 
chester people such superior Railway facili- 
ties? Because Winchester has men of spunk, 
men of enterprise, men of public spirit, men 
of determination, and men of dafluence who 
use it to the advantage of the publie good. 
Why does Lexington enjoy convenient 
facilities Because the same reasons given 
for Winchester apply here. Why does any 
place within 10 miles of Boston enjoy better 
Railway facilities than Woburn now has? Do 
the reasons given above apply here? ‘The 
writer certainly has contributed his share 
towards obtaining improvements in this di- 
rection; it may be only the ** Widow's mite,” 
figuratively speaking, but it is. his pen and 
not his pocket, that can afford any support 
to the much needed reform, ‘The procuring 
of such improvements depends generally 
upon the efforts of the wealthy men; their

Experiment with Commercial Fertilizers. 
Warwick Mass., Jan. 8, 1883. 

I put a good dressing of manure 
upon a piece of land and planted it with 
potatoes, and tried the following experi- 
ment on three rows, side by side. First 
row, With nothing in in the hill, yield- 
ing 169 pounds good and 16 pounds 
small potatoes ; second row, with seven- 
teen cents’ worth of a special potato 
manure, yielding 233 pounds good, and 
23 pounds small potatoes; third row, 
with seventeen cents’ worth of Bradley’s 
Phosphate, yielding 273 pounds good 
and 21 pounds small potatoes. At fifty 
cents per bushel for small potatoes, the 
first row with nothing in the hill, was 
$1.48 ; second row, with the special po- 
tato manure in the hill, was worth fifty 
six cents more; and third row, with 
Bradley’s Phosphate in the hill, was 
eight-eight cents more than 
The special potato ma- 


worth 
the first row.

Do we approve scraping trees? 

Certainly we 
do, provided they need it, and one can 
rarely find an old tree that does not. 
Aside from the fact that the removal of 
the old bark-scales breaks up a refuge 
for various insects, including the wooly- 
aphis, the increased beauty of the tree 
top repays trouble. There are scrapers 


made for the purpose; one of these 
has a triangular blade, another a long 
blade, with one flat and another slightly 
concave edge. An old hoe is quite as 
good a tool as any: cut off the handle 
to about 18 inches, and do not grind 
the blade too sharp, as a cutting im- 
plement is not needed—only a scraper.

ISSUED JUNE, 1883. 
Extracts from the General Statutes 
Massachusetts, Chapter 80: 

“The Board of Health shall make such regulations 
as it judges necessary for the public health and 
safety. Whoever violates any such regulations shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 

In compliance with the foregoing statutory pré- 
visions, and believing that a great amount of good 
may be done by time sly and energetic abatement of 
all nuisances, the Board of Meulth of the town 
hereby issue the follow regulations :— 

ReGuLation 1.—Ordered that all putrid or decay- 
lug vegetable or animal matter be removed forth- 
with frow all vaults, privies, cellars and out-houses, 
and cither buried or Ree atleast ten rods from 
uny highway, dwelling-house or public building in 
this town, aud covered with dry earth. 

Ruq. 2.—Ordered that the contents of all privy 
yaults and cess-pools in the thickly populated dis. 
tricts of this town shall be remove d during the he 
time, viz! between the hours of ten o'clock, P. M. 
and four o'clock A. M., and that all persons so re- 
voving hight soil or refuse of any kind which emits

The investigation still drags its slow 
length along. When the end will come 
is as much a question of doubt and un- 
certainty now as it was a couple of 
months ago, and nobody is found bold 
enough to hazard a guess on it. But 
lawyer Brown is making thorough work 
of the business, which will give a more 
satisfactory result than to make haste 
at the expénse of getting at bottom 
facts. It is due to all parties concerned 
that the investigation should be com- 
plete, and with anything less than that 
the public would not be satisfied. 
Therefore, so long as actual progress is 
being made the people will wait patiently 
for the end though it may be a long 
time in coming. The Governor seems 
to be the most impatient of all, and 
growing sicker every day of the 
affair. 

The case grows to look better for the 
State andthe almshouse management 
under the Marshes at every hearing. 
Already lawyer Brown has been able to 
make it clear that the institution was 
was well managed by the late Superin- 
tendent, and if there was any lack any- 
where it was on the part of the State 
in not furnishing sufficient help of the 
right kind to meet the wants and neces- 
sities of the large number of inmates 
of the place. He has also shown that 
the Governor’s witnesses almost with- 
out exception were a very bad lot, 
utterly unworthy of belief, and the 
wonder is that so able and shrewd a 
lawyer should have gone to the country 
on the testimony, of such people. Lawyer 
Brown is establishing a first class char- 
acter for Tewksbury and relieving the 
management of the odium which But- 
ler’s irresponsible crowd temporarily 
cast upon it. 

Lawyer Brown, too, has shown that 
he is a full match for His Excellency in 
legal acumen, and a good deal more so 
in professional courtesey and gentle- 
manly deportment. The fact is, he is 
managing the case admirably, and when 
he gets through it will be found that 
Tewksbury has been one of tbe best 
conducted public institutions of the 
Commonwealth, 


(ey It is rather expected that the 
Legis)ature will adjourn within a few 
days—perhaps on Monday next. It 
will ask the Governor to adjourn it to 
reassemble on August 27, if it has not 
already done so, and it is rumored that 
he will refuse the request. In that case 
it will take the opinion of the Supreme 
Court, and if that is favorable, reassem- 
ble on its own motion at the date named. 
An extra session will be necessary to 
receive the report of the Tewksbury 
investigating and other committees and 
itis more than likely His Excellency 
will comply with the Legislature’s 
reasonable request.

For the Journal, 
A Georgia Letter, 

** Puck,” in one of its recent issues, con- 
tains a full page cartoon, entitled ‘*Southern 
Justice,” which is evidently intended to 
convey the idea that the iron hand of the 
law falls lightly upon the head of the white 
criminal, but crushes, without hesitation, 
the offending black. ‘Ihe crime represented 
is murder, and the criminals are a Southern 
planter and an ignorant black. The white 
murderer has been acquitted, and is repre- 
sented as receiving the admiring gaze of his 
acquaintances, while he struts along com- 
placently in his freedom, ‘The black has been 
condemned, and dangles from the end of a 
rope in front of his cabin door, the birds 
flying over his head and plucking angrily at 
his flesh, and his wife and children, crushed 
and broken-hearted, are weeping near him. 
The only inference to be drawn from the 
cartoon is, that murder in the South, com- 
mitted by the white race, is applauded and 
upheld, but that ‘ blood for blood " and ‘fa 
life for a life” is sternly demanded of the 
blacks, This cartoon of ‘* Puck's” is but 
a sample copy of the many undignified and 
unjust slurs cast by the great caricaturist 
upon Southern people and Southern institu- 
tions, and it contains about as much truth 
as is consistent with the ignorance of the 
artist. Cold-blooded murders in the South, 
by either white or black, are of infrequent 
occurrence, but when committed and the 
murderers are apprehended, they escape 
conviction or are executed for their crime 
just as often as are murderers in other sec- 
tions. But the cartoon is especially unjust 
in its endeavor to illustrate the with 
which the law 18 executed against the negro, 
and its lesson, if true, would be that the 
negro je denied the legal rights and privileges 
which belong to his citizenship, and is tried, 
condemned and executed, without regard to 
his innocence or guilt, simply because he is

The other, Henry Wimbish, stabbed a 
fellow-workman in the back, He was tried 
during the same session of the court in 
which Bailey was tried, and was defended 
by three prominent lawyers. His case was 
taken to the Supreme Court, but without 
success, and he was sentenced to hang on 
the same day with Bailey. THis lawyers 
stood by him to the last, one of them en- 
deavoring to free him on a writ of lunacy. 
Last Friday was the day set for the execu- 
tion, which was public, and a crowd of 5,000 
persons was present. ‘During the confine- 
ment of the prisoners previous to their 
execution their only visitors and friends 
were white people, their own race totally 
ignoring their condition and apparently cal- 
lous and indifferent as to their fate. The 
Catholic clergy and Sisters of Mercy were 
constantly with them, and the unfortunate 
negroes were received into the Catholic 
church. Nota Protestant minister of their 
own race ministered unto them, They were 
wholly deserted by their former colored 
friends, and their only sympathizers were 
among the white people, whom ‘ Puck ” 
vilifies 80 outrageously in the cartoon to 
which I have referred, The execution was 
conducted with the utmost decency. The 
prisoners were allowed to have their priest 
with them, were granted all liberty of speech 
they desired, and after their execution were 
given to their relatives for decent burial. 

This picture is not overdrawn. It is a 
simple statement of fucts made in justice to 
a long caluminated people, and to refute the 
unjust assertion so often made of the cruel 
conduct of the white people to the black. 
It is true that many murderers go unpun- 
ished in the South as wellas in the North, 
but during seven years residence in this 
section I have yet to learn of an unjustifi-

may be done by timely and energetic abatement of 
all nuisances, the Board of Health of the town 
hereby issue the follow regulations :— 

REGULATION 1,—Ordered that all putrid or decay. 
ing vegetabie or animal matter be removed forth. 
with from all yaults, privies, cellars and out-houses, 
and either buried or ae rosited at least ten rods from 
any highway, ayvallinwsHoubD or public building in 
this town, und covered with dry earth. 

Ree, 2.—Ordored that the contents of all privy, 
vaults and ouss-pools in the thickly populated dis. 
tricts of this town shall be removed during the night 
time, viz: between the hours of ten o'clock, P. M. 
and four o'clock A. M., and that all persons so re- 
voving night soil or refise of any kind which emits 
un offensive odor must have their carts tight to pre- 
vent leakage and effectually covered and not stopped 
more than five minutes on any street within ten rods 
of any dwelling-house except for loading and unload. 
ing; und no person shall empty any cess-pool or 
closet withont the consent of the Board of ILealth. 

Rea. 3.—The board will order the remoyal of al} | 
swine, goats, or other animals where their presence 
appears to be prejudicial to the public health and 
comfort. 

Rea. 4.—Ordered that no privy yaults be opened 
except for purposes of disinfection, or by consent of 
the Board of I iene 

Rea. 6.—Ordered that all tanneries, glue manufac- 
tories or other manufactories from which arise an of- 
fensive odor be kept clean, and that covered recepta- 
eles be provided by the proprictors for the deposits 
of filth that flow from them. 

Rea. 6.—Ordered that all slaughter-honses be 
ROR clean and that all the offal therein be removed 
daily. 

Rea. 7.—Ordered that no fish, garbage, house or 
store ofl, water or brine containing blood, refuse 
animal or vegetable mutter, shall be thrown upon or 
into any street, lane, yard or gutter, and that all 
persons are hereby notified to desist trom such 
practices and ordered to deposit the same in tight 
vessels having a tight fittlag cover, and if not 
properly buried on the premises, the same shall be 
removed not less aften than once every forty-eight 
hours at least ten rods from any house’ or highway 
and cavered with dry earth, 3 

Reg. 8.—Ordered that there shal! not be sold or 
offered for sale any decayed or unripe fruit, or de- 
cayed or unfit meat, or adulieraten milk, or milk 
from improperly fed or diseased animals. 

Rea. 9.—Ordered that no sink or sewer drain or 
water closet shall empty into any street gutter, or 
upon the surface of any sidewalk, Street, alley, ar 
lane in this town. 

Ree, 10,—Ordered when any physictan is ealled to 
attend upon a persan in this town sick with small 
pox, scarletina, ar qther contagious disease danger 
ous to the public health, the said physician shall im. 
mediately give notice thereof to the Board of Health. 
Said notice shall contain the name of the person 
sick, the name of the disease, the name of the 
householder, and the street on which the sick person 
resides, and all physicians are requested to im- 
mediately report fatal termination of any case, 

Rea, 11.—Any householder in whose family any 
ease of contagious disease occurs, shall immediately 
give notice to the Board of Health, and use all 
reasonable measures to prevent infection of others. 

Reo, 12.—No owner or occupant of any dwelling. 
house in tho town of Woburn, shall keep or permit 
to be kept any fowl, swine, goats, or other animal, in 
any room or cellar of said dwelling, 

tka. 13.—Partics can have their vaults and cess- 
pools cleaned by leaving their order and $2.00 for 
each with the Chief of Police; where more than one 
load isto be taken from each vault or cess- 001, 
$2.00 for each load must be left. No order wih be 
ceived without the money acconstaying it. 

The inhabitants are easuestly requested to co-oper- 
ate with tho Duard in carrying out the foregoing 
regulations, and thereby secure healthy sanitary 
conditions. 

The Board takes the liberty to. suggest further that 
the people avoid the unnecessary yse of water, which 
in the absence of proper drajuage will saturate the 
soilin the vicinity of their hpnees to a dangerous 
degree; and alsa to suggest the daily use of dry 
earth or sifted ashes to cover the contents of privies, 
or open receptacles of sink water, to absorb poison. 
ous gases and prevent exhalations. 

Where the discases designated as small-pox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, and typhus fever, are con- 
tagious and dangerous to the public health, and have 
been, and may easily be, contracted at funerals from 
dead bodies or apartments which have been infected 
by such diseases, it is therefore Ordered, that, from 
and after this date, no public funeral shall be held 
over the remains of any person having died of sinall- 
pox, scurlet fever, diphtheria or typhus fever, with. 
out the written permit of the Board of Health; and 
under such regulations as may prevent the spread 
of cither of suid diseases. 

Ordered, further, that the remains of persons dy ing 
of either of said diseases, shall at once be placed in 
a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be 
exposed to view or disturbed exoept for burial. 

Ordered, that no owner, driver, or other person 
having charge of ayy hackney carriage or other 
closed vehicle twecd as a public conveyance, shall 
recejy@, oy permit to be placed, or convey in any 
manner, in or upon said ¢arriage or other vehiole, 
any person sick or infected with the smallpox or any 
other contagious disease, or the hady of any person 
who has died of small-pox oy any other contagious 
disease, 

The Board of Health directs special attention to 
small-pox, soarlet fever, diphtheria and ty phus fever 
ae belug contagious, dangerous to the public health, 
and call attention to the duties of eitizens and phy- 
sicians as provided by Public Statutes, if 

The Board is fully aware that many individual 
eases of diphtheria and other contagious diseases 
occur without any spread of the disease; but during 
epidemics at least the rule is to the contrary, and 
there are no means of knowing what is safe, Without 
taking precautions which a different course mipeht, 
oceasionally, have proved to be unnecessary, They 
therefore at this time publish the sections of the law 
woverning such cases, and hold all persons interested 
responsible, It is further desired that Physicians 
should fill out the postal ecards furnished by this 
Board, ’

Jovernment. The belief prevailed 
quite generally that the jury would fail 
to agree, which in fact was as favorable 
a result as the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion looked for, while those for the de- 
fence probably did not dream of such a 
thing as their clients being acquitted. 
They however professed to have no 
fears of a conviction. Col. Ingersoll, 
their senior counsel, said some time 
ago that the accused could not possibly 
be found guilty of the offences charged 
against them, and so far as the late 
trial was concerned his prediction was 
verified. 

Immediately upon the result being 
annowaced the press of the country took 
the matter up and agreed with great 
unanimity that the verdict was an out- 
rage on law, justice and evidence, but 
more particularly on the bulwark of 
the nation’s liberty, trial by jury. 
There was singular accord among them 
on this point as well as in their abuse 
of the star route defendents, their coun- 
sel, the jury, and several other things. 
For many days the columns of the 
papers teemed with expressions of 
righteous indignation and red hot criti- 
cisms on pretty much everything: con- 
nected with the great trial, and their 
excitement has not yet subsided. It is 
not at all likely that one in twenty of 
the papers that blowed so lustily over 
it knew anything about the case worth 
mentioning and would be puzzled to tell 
what they were howling about. ‘They 
of course understood somewhat the 
nature of the charges against Dorsey, 
Brady and their co-respondents, but 
concerning the real merits of the case 
as developed by the evidence very few, 
if any, of them, we imagine, could 
give much reliable information, or even 
relate the chief points of its history. 
They knew it was very wicked indeed 
to rob the Government: that the de- 
fendants were indicted for robbing it: 
that a jury had found them not guilty, 
and here was an opportunity for a dis- 
play of sensational leader-writing and 
vituperative paragraphing that must not 
be allowed to go unimproyed. Another 
such a chance might not turn up in a 
good while. Not one in twenty of the 
journals that condemn the verdict can 
give intelligent reasons for so doing, 
judging from what they write and 
print. 

An unprejudiced perusal of the evi- 
dence submitted at the trial ought to 
convince any one that the government 
failed to make out a case of conspiracy 
against Dorsey, Brady and others in- 
cluded in the indictment, and it must 
be borne in mind that it was conspiracy 
that they were charged with—conspiracy 
to defraud, ete. Crane, the intelligent 
foreman of the jury, declared after the 
verdict that the government failed 
utterly to prove a conspiracy, and the 
fact that nine of the panel on the first 
ballot voted for acquittal on the same 
grounds shows plain enough that the 
p Oxecytion had a weak case. Several of 
the foremadimamgyers in Washington 
have declared since 
government attorneys made a big blun- 
der in not proceding against the accused 
individually instead of for conspiracy, 
and it is probable that Mr. Bliss and 
Mr. Merrick entertain some such notion 
themselves by this time,.-It may™be 
too that the press tribtinal will see fit to 
reverse its hastily promulgated decision 
within a year or so.

Mr. Bennett's Anniversary Sermon, 


On January 4, 1846—thirty-seven years 
ago—the Rev. Joseph Bennett of Woburn | 
preached the anniversary sermon on the; 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his ordination | 
asthe pastor of the First Congregational | 
Church. ‘This discourse was published, and | 
copies are somewhat scarce, The text was 
2 Kings iv. 13: ‘* I dwell among mine own 


people. 
The sermon contained some odd expres- 
sions. 
Speaking of the permanency of the min- 
istry and the habit of ministers to change 
about in his day, he says: 


It is almost necessary now for ministers 
to build their houses on wheels. Often they | 
do not settle with the intention of staying 
any longer than they can tind a better field; 
and without the knowledge of their own 
flock, they sometimes go and preach as can- | 
didates. It isabout the same thing as it 
would be for a married man to be all the while | 
looking out for a prettier woman than his 
own. 

He continues: 

A minister who will do this ought never 
to be settled over any people. He ought to 
follow the example of those coquettish 
women, who receive attentions from many 
men and marry none. 


He commends his people as a ‘* peaceable 
people,” living in peace with the other re- 
ligious societies in town. He commends 
them likewise as a ‘* stable” people. 

Although it had happened, in the provi- 
dence of God, ihuc several of his predeces- 
sors had been dismissed in succession, yet! 
had it been the fault of the 


in no instance 
people. 

The Rev. Mr. Sherman was grossly lack- | 
ing in economy. The Rey. Mr. Sargeant 
wasa very unintelligible preacher. The 
Rev. Mr. Chickering had an unfortunate 
private difficulty with one of the influential | 
families in town. Of the first, though one 
of the most powerful preachers of his age, 
he could not live on his salary, a generous 
one for those times, but was continually in- | 
volving himself in debt and calling on the 


people to relieve him from embarrassment. | 
This they did cheerfully for a time, but the 
demands were so frequent and great, that | 
their patience was at length exhausted, and | 
Mr. Sherman asked for a dismission. 

Of Mr. Sargeant, he relates the following | 


anecdote.

The people complained that they could | 
not understand him. ‘This complaint was | 
made before the council which was convened | 
to dismiss him. The Rev. Dr. Osgood of | 
Medford, a member of the council, thought | 
it was cruel for the people to present such a} 
charge, and used his influence to prevent) 
his dismission. ‘The Sabbath after Mr. | 
Sargeant was dismissed, Dr. Osgood invited 
him to preach at Medford. Mr. Sargeant | 
complied with the invitation, and Dr. 
Osgood heard him preach all day. On the 
following morning the Doctor sent a note to} 
one of the principal men of Woburn, and 
frankly acknowledged that since he had} 
heard him preach, he had ceased to blame | 
the Woburn people for dismissing their lave 
pastor on the ground that they could not) 
understand him. For, though he had lis- 
tened to his preaching the day before ‘‘with 
both of his ears wide open,” he was scarcely 
able, bimself, to comprehend the meaning 
of a single sentence. 

At the sitting of the council, by way of 
apology for not being understoed in his} 
preaching, Mr. Sargeant laid the blame to} 
the sounding board, which according to cus- 
tom was suspended over his head. An old 
gentleman named Jesse Richardson arose 
and said: ‘* Mr. Moderator, it is not the 
sounding board that we complain of, but the 
sound under the board.” Mr, Bennett is led 
to conclude, that if it was no fault of the 
people that Mr. Sargeant was dismissed, he 
is not so confident that they were not in 
fault for ever settling him.

Ile instantly 
grasped my hand, and with tears rolling 
down his cheeks, exclaimed, ‘* My dear 
pastor, I went home from your house yester- 
day, and in accordance with your advice re- 
tired to my closet, and asked God to teach 
me by his spirit, who was right in regard to 
the use of ardent spirits, you or I, In five 
ninutes a flood of light broke in upon my 
mind, and Twas fully convinced that you 
were right and I was wrong.” ‘And now,” 
said he, ‘go ahead with your temperance 
reformation—to the day of my death, I will 
do allin my power to sustain you.” He 
was as good as his word, He did sustain 
me as long as he lived. 

He further claimed that he dwelt among 
his own people, because there was a similar- 
ity between his habits and theirs. 

A man who is brought up in the city, will 
seldom be contented in the country. Accus- 
tomed to the noise, bustle and din of busi- 
ness in early life, he retains a passion for 
the same exciting scenes; and if he settle 
in the country, the instrument is not adapted 
to its place. He does not feel at home—ac- 
cordingly his first inquiry, when he wakes 
up in the morning, will be, how shall I get 
out of this place? would that I had wings 
that I might fly away—and the first oppor- 
tunity that presents, he will fly away to a 
place better adapted to his taste, and bearing 
a nearer resemblance to the place of his 
nativity. Early accustomed to genteel, 
fashionable society, he regards the absence 
of such society as too great a sacrifice for a 
man educated as he was, to submit to. 
Though he may not have the frankness to 
say this in words, his conduct will show that 
he feels it, He will be sick and unable to 
write his sermons. The same principle 
operates where a man of country habits 
settles in the city. If he does not complain 


of his people, bis people will be sure to 
complain of him. His hands will be too 
broad, his motions too awkward, his pro- 


nunciation too antiquated for his doubly 
refined auditory. But fortunately for me, 
I was born and brought up in the country. 
I never could have been happy iu a commu- 
nity where I should have been obliged to 
conform to all the silly fashions of the day, 
because I was not educated under such in- 
fluences, I was brought up to saw my own 
wood—to make my own fire—in a word to 
wait on myself. My father was a plain man 
and brought up his children in a plain way, 
Consequently [ should never have felt at 
home, except among a plain country people. 
We have not space to enter into his re- 
marks on his support. He thanked God 
that he dwelt people who had 
cheerfully furnished him with the means. 
He pays a tribute to his wife. This estima- 
ble lady was not present at the discourse, 
and soon was to be called to go the way of 
She had been for a long 
invalid.

Terrible Affair in England, 

Lonvon, June 16, A terrible calamity, 
involving the death of 178 children, occurred 
in the town of Sunderland, in the county of 
Durham, this evening. From the details 
far received it appears that an entertainment 
had been given in Victoria Hall by a con- 
juror, which was attended almost altogether 
by children, The accident which was so 
direful in its effects occurred at the close of 
the performance, The body of the hall had 
been entirely cleared of its occupants, when 
some 1200 of the little ones came rushing 
down stairs from the gallery. At the top of 
the’first flight of stairs there was a door 
which opened only 20 inches, and thus but 
one child was permitted to pass through at 
atime. Atthis point, while the mass of 
children were pushing forward, one of them 
fell and was unable to rise, owing to the 
others crowding on. ‘The result was that 
a great number were pushed down, tram- 
pled on and suffocated, The scene was ter- 
rible, and no effort could stop the mad rush 
of the affrighted children. ‘They came in 
pell mell, though strangely without much 
shouting, and 178 of them were knocked 
down and suffocated by others trampling 
upon them.

‘The feeling was so 
intense that the authorities ordered out the 
68th Infantry to preserve order. ‘The work 
of getting out the bodies of the victims was 
begun immediately. ‘They were laid out in 
the hall, and the parents of those killed 
were admitted for the purpose of identifying 
the bodies of their children. Most heart- 
rending scenes transpired while the work of 
identification was in progress. The mothers 
of the dead children constantly uttered 
piercing shrieks, and many of them fainted 
on discovering the bodies of their little 
ones. 

Later dispatches report 202 deaths and 
scores more with broken limbs, ribs, and | 
other injuries. The cause of the terrible | 
calamity was insufficient means of exit from 
the hall andarush by the great body of 
children for the prizes which were to have 
been distributed at the door. Intense 
citement still prevails in the town.

TOWN OF WOBURN, 


Board of Health Regulations. 
ISSUED JUNE, 1883. 


Extracts from the Public 
Massachusetts, Chapter 80; 


“ The Board of Health shall make such regulations 
as it judges necessary for the public health and 
safety. Whoever violates any such regulations shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 

In compliance with the foregoing statutory pro- 
visions, and believing thata great amount of good 
may be done by timely and energetic abatement of 
all nuisances, the Board of Health of the town 


| hereby issue the follow regulations :— 


REGULATION 1.—Ordered that all putrid or decay- 
ing vegetable or animal matter be removed forth-

{From the Boston Journal.) 
The Business Situation, 

There is a general impression that there 
has been an improvement in the business 
situation during the prat ten days. Trade 
is generally more active than ten days ago, 
due to the summer weather. Furthermore, 
the weather of the past week has largely 
determined the crop question, as it has been 
hot and showery in all parts of the country. 
The prospect of the winter wheat haa not 
improved, but the promise of the spring 
wheat is excellent. It is too early to make 
predictions respecting the corn crop, but the 
past ten days is corn weather. The cotton 
crop is late and reports until the past week 
have not been favorable, but telegrams pub- 
lished by the /inancial Chronicle of Satur- 
day show a very decided improvement. The 
reports from Europe are much more favor- 
able for crops than those earlier in the 
season, The tendency of the prices of 
breadetuff is downward, but speculative 
movements and the impression that crops 
will be short have maintained a sort of arti- 
ficial standard here. Crop reports from 
New England, as far as estimates can be 
made, are very favorable. So faras growth 
is concerned a fell hay crop is assured. In 
two or three lines of production there ap- 
pear evidences of over-production. This 
is indicated in the iron trade by the further 
decline in pig iron, Still there is a better 
feeling than prevailed a few weeks since. 
It now remains to bo seen if producers can 
make it profitable to manufacture iron at 
the present prices, If they can, the advo- 
cates of high tariff have lost their argument. 
In the woolen trade there appears to be a 
like stagnation. The prices of wool are 
lower than they have been for some time—a 
fact which many attribute to the lower tariff. 
The tariff, however, has nothing to do with 
the lower price. Asa matter of fact, it is 
due to the unfavorable condition of the 
woolen goods market, which is largely over- 
stocked in some lines. ‘hese stocks are 
held back for better prices or because no 
price can be obtained for them. Quite a 
number of woolen mills will run half time 
or shutdown during the summer. There 
has been an improvement the stock 
market during the pnat week. There is no 
speeific cause for this except the general 
improvement in business of late; in other 
words, the causes of apprehension, such ns 
general strikes, short crops, falling off in 
railroad earnings and increase of business 
failures, have ceased to exist. The country 
has passed through another period of possi- 
ble danger and grave apprehension in com- 
parative safety, and is prepared to enter 
upon another season moderate prosperity 
and full employment.
